Adams, James Donald. Literary frontiers. 
Duell, $2.75. June 6. 


Most of this material appeared in the author’s 
column, Speaking of books, in the New York 
Times Book Review. This is urbane writing 
on the general theme of the relation of litera- 
ture to life, and the difference between today’s 
writing and that of the past. Partial Contents: 
Literary frontiers—Women and _ fiction—The 
wonder of the world—The writer’s responsi- 
bility—American realism.

Beuf, Carlo. The innocence cf Pastor Miil- 
ler; illus. by the author; with an introd. 
by J. Donald Adams. Duell, $2.50. June 7. 


A novelette which can be interpreted as a 
parable. Kuno Schiller, a physicist and pho- 
tographer who had invented an N-ray process 
that revealed only the guilty secrets of human 
minds, committed suicide when an N-ray por- 
trait convinced him that his wife was un- 
faithful. When Schiller’s photographs were 
shown to his old friends and Frau Schiller’s 
admirer, Pastor Miiller, this simple, kindly 
man was the only person who could not see 
the evil things Schiller had said were there. 


Jarrett, Cora (Hardy). Return in Decem- 
ber. Rinehart, $2.75. June 14. 


An unusual technique makes use of many 
seemingly false starts to sustain suspense and 
suggest that the narrator is reluctant to face 
the supernatural implications of her tale. Un- 
tangled, this is the story of a relentless cam- 
paign to get control of a man’s fortune by de- 
stroying his self-esteem, no matter how many 
lives had to be ruined in the process. At the 
last possible moment, the scheme was defeat- 
ed by the one person who could have inter- 
fered; only in the closing lines does the author 
reveal that this person was a ghost, conclud- 
Ing some unfinished business. 


King, Francis. The dividing stream. Mor- 
row, $3. June 13. 


There is little story in this picture of a group 
of people in post war Florence; interest lies for 
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in the relationships within the group and be- 
tween the various individuals. Two Italian 
boys attract the attention of an American 
business man and become attached to his fam- 
ily, consisting of two children from his first 
marriage, his British second wife, her child, 
and her mother. Various other English people 
and Italians are introduced, among them a 
hero of the Burma campaign with whom the 
restless wife has a brief unhappy affair. A 
pervading atmosphere of indecisiveness and 
unreality does not prevent various scathing 
portrayals of English expatriots and tourists 
having a fling, of the canny Italians, and a 
sense of the Italian scene. 


McDonell, Gordon. The clock tower. Lit- 
tle, $3. June 11. 


In a small independent state in the Himalayas, 
ruled by an all powerful lord, there were 
rumblings of discontent and rebellion, inten- 
sified by the people’s superstitious fear of 
a clock which the ruler was installing in a 
tower. The head tribesman was haunted by 
his youthful defiance of his father, and was 
in turn defied by his son, who deserted the 
country people for the city folk. Another man 
had unwittingly married a girl of an enemy 
state, his son was killed in young manhood 
when his mixed blood became known, but the 
granddaughter’s secret knowledge of the lan- 
guage saved the state from conquest. This is 
an intricate story of pagan people, fearful of 
the mountain they venerated and suspicious 
of their neighbors; exotic in setting, and well 
written, with plot and subplots subtly inter- 
woven. 


Werner, Bruno E. The slave ship. Pan- 
theon, $4. May 25. 


Through the story of Georg, a liberal news- 
paper man, later a member of a publishing 
firm, the author shows the fate of a group of 
Germans from the time Hitler was welcomed 
until the arrival of the American army. Most 
of them hoped and believed Germany would 
be defeated and rid herself of Hitler, but they 
did little about it except try to avoid entangle- 
ment. There is little detail here of the bar- 
barity of Nazism, these were people trying 
to live normally in the midst of increasing 
horror, and Georg’s strength was in his love 
his wife.

A moderate and sympathetic consideration 
of the teen-ager’s physical, emotional, and in- 
tellectual development, his social adjust- 
ments, changing conceptions of himself and 
his family, friends and community, sexual be- 
havior, delinquency, homosexuality, psy- 
choses and neuroses. Advocates training for 
a parent’s duties, stressing the understanding 
of children, the need to demand more respon- 
sibility from them, to exercise more authority 
over them, and to give them training that 
will strengthen moral fiber. Should not be 
judged by criticisms levelled at Modern 
woman; the lost sex; by Lundberg and Farn- 
ham.
